Inland Invasion 
Is Coming, Too, 
Berlin Screams 


LONDON, May 15.—(4)}—The 
German people were warned today 
by the Berlin radio that not mere 
ly the “Atlantic wall” but points 
far inland Would fall under Allied 
attack in the very first phase of 
invasion. This was the gloomy 
prediction: 

“When the battle starts, fighting 
will not be limited to divisions on 
the Atlantic wall or to points un- 
der the main attack, but small 
waves will reach far beyond them, 
Then Germany will be called upon 
to stand her greatest and most 
dangerous test.’ 

Nazi propagandists in occupied 
territory took a similar tone as, for 
example, this utterance from 
Philippe Henriot, of the French 
propaganda ministry: 

“The last breathing space before 
the invasion has arrived. We can- 
not give you any last-minute in- 
structions on how to behave or 
where to seek shelter, as we do 
not know where the main Allied 
blow will fall.” 

A series of fresh reports pic- 
tured German transport in a state 
of disorder, gravely limiting the 
ability of the enemy high com- 
mand to move troops on the im- 
mense scale that might be re 
quired. 

The Belgian news agency de 
clared that transport in Belgium 
Was so disorganized that a “great 
part of the country’s coal output 
is piling up at the pithead.” 

The continental underground re 
ported the Germans were hastily 
reinforcing airborne- and para- 
chute forces in the west to aid 
troops that might be cut off in the 
rear. Another report from the 
same source said the Germans 
had withdrawn half their fighter 
forces from the west, leaving 
barely 250 first-line planes to 
combat the Allied air forces.

Police Set Out 
Dragnet for 


Theater Bandit 


Atlanta police have set out a 
drag-net for a number of profes- 
sional criminals who answer the 
description of the armed and 
masked bandit who obtained 
$1,900 in the daring holdup at the 
Paramount theater. All of the 
men for whom the police are 
searching have records and some 
of them have served prison terms 
for holdups and robberies. 


William Bedell, assistant man- 
ager of the theater, and two cash- 
iers, Miss Carol Heflin and Miss 
Eva Ragland, all of whom were in 
the theater office when the bandit 
held them up Sunday night and 
forced them to open the safe, went 
to police headquarters late yes- 
terday afternoon to inspect the 
“stick-up” files—-the records of 
those who have engaged in rob- 
beries and holdups in Atlanta for 
several years past. 


William Brady, manager of the 
Paramount, said that Bedell and 
the two women are confident they 
can identify the bandit when they 
see him again. As he left the 
office, the bandit’s mask, a white 
handkerchief, dropped from his 
face and the three victims of the 
holdup described him to the po- 
lice as a “dark, greasy-skinned, 
slightly built man, about five and 
one-half feet tall.” The police 
have this mask. 

This description, according to 
Detectives W. C. Acree and G. H, 
Christian, who are in charge of 
the cast, fits several men whose 
police records are well known to 
them. They are now engaged in 
a detailed check-up on their re- 
cent activities and whereabouts. 

A blue denim jumper, found in 
the telephone booth of the men’s 
room of the theater, is one clue 
which the police are working on. 
Miss Grace Jennings, cashier of 
the drugstore adjoining the thea- 
ter, gave other information which 
tallies with the description that 
employes of the theater were able

The Debate 
And the Poll Tax 


A copy boy brought me the Associated Press 
report the senate of the United States had re- 
fused to invoke cloture on the poll tax debate. 

That is to say, it refused to limit debate. 

That was, in my opinion, the correct ruling, Debate is advis- 
able and if it were easy to limit debate it would be possible for a 
corrupt majority to destroy government. 

I am not in favor of the poll tax, but I remain one of those who 
thinks the states must do the job of getting rid of it. It is not so 
much that I am a states’ rights man, either. There can’t really be 
any dividing line. And I have to laugh at many of our politicians 
who wheedle, plead and maneuver all they can out of Washington 
for roads, relief, public works, and so on, but invoke the plea of 
states’ rights when some of their own privileges are endangered. 


Our form of government was established on the idea that the 
American people have an average amount of common sense. Not 
a whole lot. Just an average amount. 

So, I like to go along the line that the people themselves should 
make their decisions. They last longer. The poll tax no longer is 
a racial law. It prevents more white persons from voting than 
colored, 

Here in Georgia. for instance, at least half of the population, 
maybe more, is exempt from it. Persons between 18 and 21 pay 
no poll tax. Soldiers don’t pay any. Persons over 60 are exempt. 

If it were abolished it would make no great difference in re- 
sults. It would bring more persons to the ballot box and that, most 
emphatically, is to be desired. It would upset nothing. 

But I think it best that the eight states which have a poll tax 
rid themselves of it. It is not a matter for congress. The people 
of the eight states must do the job. And they can. 


THE CONSTITUTION There was no mention of suffrage in 
the 


constitutional convention. Hence, 
the Constitution itself does not touch on it. 

It was not until after the War Between the States that the matter 
of suffrage came into the Constitution. The fifteenth amendment, 
ratified in 1870, said the right to vote should not be denied on 
account of race, color or previous conditions of servitude. The nine- 
teenth amendment, ratified in 1920, gave the vote to women. 

As far as the language of the Constitution is concerned a state 
might bar all red-headed men or all Baptists or Catholics. This 
probably is made impossible by article four of the Constitution which 
guarantees a “republican, or representative, form of government.” 
That phrase, “republican form of government,” has never had a 
legal airing, or definition. So, there is no way of knowing how the 
supreme court might rule. 

The court. which has wide and elastic powers of interpretation, 
can hardly bar the poll tax. It does not prevent a republican form 
of government. It is, in fact. no more of a bar to that form of 
government than a literacy test. 

Those lawyers with whom I have discussed the idea believe that 
even with the elastic powers of the court to decide cases, it would 
hardly have any grounds to declare a poll tax illegal. 

Incidentally, it is interesting to note the framers of the Con- 
stitution, who assuredly did not believe, any single one of them, 
in universal] suffrage, carefully used the phrase “republican form 
of government” instead of “democratic form.” The latter implies 
universal suffrage. 

So, I think it would be harmful! to carry the battle to the su- 
preme court. If lost there it would give the poll tax a vitality 
The people will act. It 
is their job to rid themselves of the poll tax, keeping only the fairest 
sort of intelligence requirement. Democracy does. not come from 


ignorance, 
RIGHT TO VOTE Voting more general than ever before 

; in our history, and that is a good thing. 
It is never wise or good to have a select few in charge of things, 
as was the idea of Alexander Hamilton and as a good many per- 
sons of today would prefer. 

Voting has had to shake off many restrictions. In our earlier 
days one had to be a member of the church to be able to vote. 

Some of the colonies, and later states (before the Constitution 
was adopted), had church memberships and property: rights as 
qualifications for voting. After the adoption of the Constitution, 
church membership qualifications were dropped but property rights 
were required for a good many years in most of the states. 

In the period after the Revolution and before the adoption of 
the Constitution, there were only three states in which any free 
white (there were white slaves, too. one must remember) resident 
might vote simply by paying a poll tax. They were New Hamp- 
shire, Pennsylvania and our own state of Georgia. 

Maryland required a man to own 50 acres of land or possess 30 
pounds in money. In New York a man who possessed property 
valued at 100 pounds or more could vote for state senators. If 
he had less than 100 pounds but more than 20, he could vote for 
members of the lower house. New Jersey allowed women to vote 
if they had an estate valued at not less than 50 pounds. Women 
voted for 20 years in New Jersey. Four states clung to religious 
requirements and Massachusetts allowed no man to hold office who 
could not prove he was a Christian. 

Few persons voted. New York, with a population of 340,000 in 
1790, had only 1,209 persons qualify as voters in the state election 
of that year. 

And the states have done the job as they 
must do with the poll tax.

feels it is better strategy to pretend an air of disinterestedness. The 
mere fact that he has declined to follow the traditional practice 
of acclaiming his candidacy certainly has not seemed to injure his 
chances. He continues to lead the field in the capture of pledged 
delegates. 

But it has always been recognized that there was less necessity 
for Mr. Roosevelt announcing his candidacy than anyone seeking 
the Republican nomination, which has been more of an open con- 
test from the beginning. 

So long as the President did not remove himself from the picture 
by announcing he would not run, there was little danger of any 
other Democratic aspirant gaining headway against him. A sitting 
President is always able to maintain that much control over the 
party nominating machinery. It is virtually impossible to take the 
nomination away from him, as the contest between President Taft 
and Theodore Roosevelt showed back in 1912. 

Governor Dewey, however, tended to invite defeat by assuming 
an air of innocence about the campaign launched in his behalf, 

The Dewey attitude may be explained in one way. At the 
time, more than a year ago, when he first made a series of public 
statements which were interpreted to mean that in no sense would 
he allow himself to be nominated for President, he is known to 
have had the conviction that no Republican would be able to de 
feat Mr. Roosevelt for re-election. 


CHANGED OPINION Since then he is supposed to have varied 
his opinion somewhat. Some months 


back he is reported to have confided to close advisers that he no 
longer felt as he formerly did about Mr. Roosevelt's political in- 
vulnerability. He was represented as feeling that the right sort 
of Republican candidate could win in 1944. 

It is possible to see where Governor Dewey may have changed 
his mind about the outlook, but is yet to be entirely convinced 
that he could defeat the President. If he thought hé would lose 
he would, it seems, be guided by the same restraints in accepting 
the nomination as Mr. Roosevelt would if he felt his own chances 
bad. 

The New York Governor has too much to lose by accepting the 
nomination and then going down to defeat. Four years from now 
he should still be the logical choice of his party for the presidency, 
provided, of course, he did not weaken his position by being an 
unsuccessful candidate in 1944. The Republicans have a habit of 
writing a man off permanently, once he is defeated for the presi- 
dency. That had something to do with Mr. Willkie’s unsuccessful 
effort to capture the nomination again this year. 

No one, it should be added, believes that a thing of the kind 
will happen. Most everyone assumes as a matter of course now 
that Dewey will be a willing candidate, when and if the nomina- 
tion is tendered. But it could happen, and may. Time only will tell.

millions of plants yellow and dying with the early blight. 


You can look down the rows of 
cabbage plants, marching into tl.e 
distance until they vanish and fig- 
ure that from that field the next 
day you can pull five million 
plants. And you can come back 
there to pull in the morning and 
see every plant lie dead, severed 
at the stem by the voracious cut- 
worm. : 

You can load a car with plants 
and head them north to where 
some grower is biting his nails 
waiting for their coming, and you 
can see to it that each plant is 


strong and sturdy, and that they | 


are properly wrapped in wet 


that there won't be food for folks 
who need it. 

So the plant doctor came to Tif- 
ton. His name is Bill Moore, and 
he was raised in sight of Clem- 
son College and earned his doc- 
tor’s degree in plant pathology 
from Rutgers.

Get Exclusive 


As Size Drops 

LONDON, May 16.—(By Wire- 
less)—More on how we eat in 
London— 

In addition to the huge “Willow 
Run” mess I told about yesterday, 
there are a number of smaller 
messes and clubs, all run by the 


Army. They get more exclusive 
as they get smaller. Prices go up 
as you advance to the higher 
echelons, although the food is 
about the same. The highest <7 
I’m allowed in charges is $1.20 


for dinner. 


There is a junior officers’ mess 
which serves about 600 meals a 
day. The officers can bring guests 
and you are served by British 
waitresses. You are supposed to 
eat everything on your plate here, 
too, but they’re not quite so strict 
about it as at “Willow Run.” 

Then there is the senior offi- 
cers’ club. It’s about the Same size 
and on the same priuciple as the 
junior officers’ club, only you 
have to be a major or above to 
get in. We call this the “Old 
Men’s Club.” You can bring fe- 
male guests here, and most every- 
body does. The place is full of big 
stomachs and bald heads and serv- 


ice stripes from the last war. 


Nexf up in the scale is the mess 
for full colonels and generals only, 
and no guests are allowed. Need- 
less to say, I’ve never been in this 
mess. 

THE GFNERALS MESS 

But we haven't reached the top 
“Yan- 
kee Doodle Club,” and it is open 
only to major generals and up, 
either American or British. It’s a 
joke around town about the poor 


brigadier generals being so low 


and common they can’t even get 
into the generals’ mess. 

We correspondents 
of the other civilian workers over 
here, such as Red Cross people 
and aircraft technical men, are 
allowed membership in both Wil- 
low Run and the junior officers’ 
club. In _ addition, 
old correspondents like me are 
allowed in the senior officers’ 
ciub, 

So all this gives us a very fine 
choice in eating. Just for diversi- 
ty, we sort of rotate among the 
three, and probably four times a 
veek we eat at British restau- 
rants, just because we happen to 


be in a different part of town or;

The only one of these many 
messes that serves breakfast is 
Williow Run. But now that I’m a 
city man I can’t get myself tp in 
time to make.

DIAGNOSIS | 

To relieve his mind, therefore, 
I told him I'd talk to the doctor | 
who was the anesthetist at this 
hospital. The latter let Alfred 
hold the mask next day until he 
became so sleepy that the anesthet- 
ist had to take it over. 

Alfred is an intelligent man, 
and his fears are in no way an 
evidence of any sissiness. Rather, 
arey are an indictment of our 
medical profession itself. 

Too long our medical schools 
and hospitals have confined their 
attention almost entirely to drugs, 
microbes and surgical techniques, 
without emphasizing the psycho- 
logical aspects of medicine.

Our modern physicians get a 
few courses on how to give a neu- 
rological examination, and how to 
diagnose as well as treat the in- 
sane. But what about the neu- 
rotic and those normal individuals 
with worries, dreads, and other

practice is made up of psychologi- 
cal cases, the medical schools still 
ignore this subject.

New and Novel Recipes 
For Using String Beans 


By Sally Saver. 


Almost daily comes the question 
“What can I do with all those 
string beans I still have on the 
pantry shelf? The family is tired 
of them served in the same old 
way, and I want to use them to 
free the jars for the canning sea- 
son just ahead.” 


Smart thinking. The family 
does indeed grow tired of any 
food served monotonously, and 
though victory gardens are late, 
we must start planning for a sea- 
son of canning activity fully as 
large as last season.

ship—on the port and starboard 
sides of the first superstructure, 
on both sides of the after turret 
in the lee of the wind, on the fan- 
tail, below decks in the messing 
compartments, and in the ward- 
room, the officers’ mess. 
Whenever the weather and the 
sea permitted, we rigged topside, 


'below decks was large enough for 
the congregation. Of course, when 
the weather was bad we had to go 
below and we solved the crowding 
problem by holding two services, 
one in the morning and one in the 
afternoon. 


Our services rarely were smooth 
and tranquil affairs. We were in- 
lerrupted by calls to battle sta 
tions, by important 
ments, by the hissing of steam in 
the galleys, and by the noise of 
practice firing. Sometimes, 
‘such interruptions happened, I . 
flected with humility that in my 
‘duty as civilian minister I was 
/anoyed when babies whimpered or 
radiators clanked. 

One day in the South Pacific, 


blow, I asked the officer of the 
deck to let us rig church under 
ithe 16-inch guns aft. He decided 
prs sea was calm enough and we 
Started the service there. 

FEET WASHED 

In the middle of the first hymn, 
the ship made a sharp turn to port 
and a wave washed over the en- 
tire deck. Our feet got wet, but 
we went on singing and the waters 
subsided. I went on with the serv- 
ice, thinking this mishap was 
enough for the day, but I wes mis- 
taken. 

As I raised my hand for the 
blessing, a gust of wind blew a 
|pack of playing cards off the top 
of a_turret, They fluttered down, 
most of them falling in front of 
the seats occupied by the officers. 
There were several good poker 
hands lying face up on the wet 
deck, the officers told me. 

On another memorable day 
somebody in the engine room made 
a mistake and blew the soot and 
dirt from the boilers out of the 
stacks, a daily procedure that we 
called blowing the tubes. A heavy 
pall of oil and debris settled on 
me and the congregation. 

2 SERVICES IN ROW 

When we crossed the interna- 
tional date line, we gained a day 
and had two Sundays on succes 
sive days. The navigator joked 
with me about having to conduct 
services on two days in a row, and 
offered to bet that the skipper, 
Captain Thomas Leigh Gatch, 
|would not read the Scripture les- 
son for both, as he customarily 
did. 

I accepted his challenge and aft- 


went to the captain, Bible in hand. 

“Sir,” I said, “for the Scripture 
lesson tomorrow I am undecided 
between two texts. Which of these 
two do you prefer to read?” 

The old man read both passages 
solemnly, pointed to one and said: 
“IT think I like this better.” 

From the twinkle in his eye, I 
knew he'd appear, for the second 
Sunday service, and he did, The 
navigator .was so surprised he 
nearly fell overboard. 

After Captain Gatch was de- 
tached from the ship and ordered 
to duty in Washington, his succes- 
sors, Captain L. D. McCormick and 
Captain A. E. Smith, also attended 
church regularly and read _ the 
Scripture lesson. When the South 
Dakota was the flagship of a task 
force, we had an admiral aboard. 
All of the three admirals who 
were on the ship at various times 
attended church, as did the three 
executive officers we had during 
my time aboard. 

There was nothing unusual 
about this fidelity to religion by 
the high officers. It is characteris- 
tic of the Navy for two reasons. 
First, it is the Navy’s policy, in- 
stilled into midshipmen at Annap- 
olis and other officer training 
schools. 
James J. Hughes, who wears the 
rare dolphin that shows he is 
qualified to command a subma- 
rine, puts it this way: 

“The Navy believes in organized 
religion. Men have to have some- 
thing in their heads. If they don’t 
have. religion, superstition rushes 
to fill the vacuum, Such men are 
like a sailing ship without a rud- 
der, elated and depressed without 
reason. They don’t stand up under 
fire. In the Navy, we take along 
religion as we take along ammu- 
nition.” 

PANAY CHIEFTAIN 

Commander Hughes is an Acad 
emy graduate and has served in 
the Navy for 26 years. He was the 
commanding officer of the gun- 
'boat Panay, sunk by Japanese 
bombers near Nanking, China, on 
December 12, 1937, so his experi- 
ence with war is pre-Pearl Harbor. 

From my own experience on 
the South Dakota and in training 
stations, I believe there is another 
reason why most high Navy offi- 
cers are sincerely devout, though 
not necessarily pious, men. They 
are the ones who are lifted to the 
top. 

En F at church services 
on the Sout: Dakota was far bet- 
ter than that in any of my civilian 
churches, despite many dilifficul- 
ties. At sea, only a third of the 
2,000 men aboard can be off duty 
at one time. 

Nevertheless, we often had as 
/many as 325 at the morning serv- 
ice and 125 at the ‘afternoon. At-
